Important Correspondcnce. 


The Hon. C. B. Wootten, member of the 
Georgia Legislature, has written a letter to 
Nelson Tift, one of our Congressmen, ask- 
ing his views On the subject of re-seating 
the negroes. Col. Tift replies in a long let- 
ter, published in the Albany News. 

He says that our Senators were refused 

admission to Congressjand the Butler and 
other bills were introduced to correct us, 
upon Goverffor Bullock’s denouncing the 
unseating of the negro members as viola- 
tive of the Reconstruction laws. The But- 
ler bill which was agreed upon in Con- 
gress, was defeated by the passage of the 
Resolution in the Georgia Legislature. 
submitting the question to the Supreme 
Court. He says that he urged to Congress 
that the submission to the Court would 
settle the question. Governor Bullock re- 
plied to him in a paper to Congress that 
the Resolution was adopted by the Legis- 
lature with the intention of not abiding 
the decision ; and, hence, he disapproved it. 
Col. Tift rejoined to Gov. Bullock in a pa- 
per to Congress, disagreeing with Governor 
Bullock, and claiming that the Courts rul- 
ing would settle the whole question. This 
was the meaning given to the Georgia 
Resolution by the friends of Georgia, in- 
cluding Grant, and certain Republican 
Congressmen. 

Col. Tift also quotes from his address to 
the people of Georgia, published in April. 
in which he‘states his conviction that the 
people will abide the decision of the court. 

We now let Col. Tift tell his own story 
and quote the entire remainder of his let- 
ter, merely observing that we give 
this document, as we have done all others 
throwing any light on this vexed question 
that our readors may have the benefit of all 


sides. Wealso endorse the suggestions of 
the Albany News, that this matter must be 
considered dispassionately and in the light 
of reason and right, and not prejudice and 
passion: 

From these extracts it will be perceived 
that the friends of Georgia in Congress and 
elsewhere, understood the preamble and 
resolution above quoted, as a sincere pledge 
of their future action. intended to settle 
the important question in controversy be- 
tween the Legislature and Congress by the 
decision of our courts, and thus to avoid 
the threatened change from civil to mili- 
tary government in our State. 

If results should prove that I have mis- 
apprehended the purpose of the Legisla- 
ture in the passage of the preamble and 
resolution, I shall ever regret that I have 
been the innocent instrument ofa misrep- 
resentation which involves the character 
and bonor of my State. But I will not 
doubt the result. The decision of the 
Court has been made. The people of Geor- 
gia are an honorable and law-abiding peo- 
ple, and the pledge of their Representatives 
will be performed. 

The constitutional power of the rezpec- 
tive Houses of the Legislature to judge of 
the election and qualifications of their own 
members, is never so concluded that errors 
of judgment may not be corrected. If a 
contestant should be admitted to his seat 
upon the judgment of the Honse, that he 
was duly elected and qualified, and it 
should sete corny My es that he was 
disqualified, or that he was not the person 

elected, they have the power, and it would 
be their duty to cerrect their former de- 
cision. They are judges of the law and 
the facts, and there is no legal appeal from | 
their decision.

Twenty-ninth proposition, asking Con- 
gress to require all American vessels under 
register, to carry one or more apprentices, 
so as to secure the supply of efficient offi- 
cers and seamen for our marine, was taken 
up.

The Committee on Propositions, relative 
to the Ohio and Mississippi. Rivers report- 
ed, reeOmmending that Congress make ap- 
propriations for rendering the navigation 
of the Ohio and Mississippi Rivers free of 
obstruction. especially at the Des Moines 
and Rock Island Rapids; that bridges over 
these rivers should have One span over the 
channel, four hundred feet long, and suffi- 
ciently high as not to obstruct navigation. 
That in bridges built over the Mississippi 
above the mouth of the Missouri, there 
shall be one span 300 feet long, and that 
the construction of piers of such bridges 
be superintended by Government Engi- 
veers. The report was received, to be 
ealled up in its turn. 

The James River 
aud Kanawha Canal was taken up, with the 
report of the especial committee on the 
same, which sets forth that a continuous 
line of water communication between the 
Mississippi river ‘and Atlantic seaboard is 
imperatively needed ; that James River and 
Kanawha Canal, if extended to the Ohio, 
bas special prominence, and that, in this 
work, all private and corporate propri: t >r- 
ship should be first removed; then the 
Government should grant aid; then, after 
the canal has paid back the money spent on 
it by the General Government and State of 
Virginia, it shall be free, the canal collect- 
ing on tolls sufficient for its repair.

A PROCLAMATION. 


GEORGIA: 


By Rufas B. Bullock, Governor of 
said State. 


To the People of Georgia: 


The recent renewal of active hostilities against 
the person dnd property of eelored citizens and 
white Republicans by the organized bands of 
secret assassins in certain portions of the State, 
seems to indicate a concert of action and a pur- 
pose on the part of said organizations to persist 
in defying the civil law. 

It therefore behooves the good people of thi- 
State to see to it that the commonwealth be not 
further injured and defamed by the acts of per- 
sons who, it is believed, are wholy without in 
terest in, or regard for, the welfare of the State. 

It is the duty of every county, town, or muni- 
cipal corporate authority to ensure perfect pro- 
tection for life and property to every resident 
within their borders; and, whereas, in many cases 
the local officials fail to exercise efficient means 
to secure this result, the gocd eitizens within ' uch 
limits—those having a material interest at stake, 
or the best interest of the State at heart—should 
sce to itthat prompt measures are at once taken 
under the civil law to arrest and bring to punish- 
ment the members of these organizations of 
secret robbers and assassins Under the statates 
at present in force, the Executive is prevented 
from taking active measures for the suppression 
of civil disorders, and it 1s therefore all the more 
important that every good cilizen shonld ieel it 
his individua}duty to become a peace officer, and 
to aid in securing to every inhabitant that per- 
fect protection guaranteed by the Constitution, 
and without which we can never enjoy either 
civil liberty or material prosperty. 

Outrages such as have heretofore and are now 
again disgracing our State, can not be tolerated 
orexcused without involving the whole commu- 
nity. 

The time has arrived when these outrages must 
cease, or the goed people of the whole State will 
be held responsible for their continuance. 

To theend that no motive may be wanting to 
stimulate the people to ac.ion in bringing to 
punishment the violators of the law, I hereby 
offer a reward of Five Thousand Dollars each for 
the arrest, with evidence to conyict, of the person 
or persons engaged in the murder of Hon. Joseph 
Adkins, white,a Republican Senator of the 19:b 
District. 

And of the person or persons engaged in the 
murder of Dr. Benjamin Ayer, white, a Republi- 
can Representative from the county of Jeffer- 
son. 

Aud of the person or persons engaged in the 
outrage committed upon the person of William 
Hardeman, white, of the connty of Oglethorpe. 
when on or about the3lst day of October last, he 
was ticd to a treeand brutally whipped, the out- 
rage having been committed by a-body of dis- 
guised men for no ether reason, as 3s alleged, 
than that Hardeman was charged with being a 
Radical. .
